e Up four inches from last 
year, fluctuations in area 
lake levels are all a part of 
ine balance of nature 


Though there are certainly arguments for the long-term 
effects of global warming, fluctuating lake levels are, 
quite possibly, due to little more than the quiet rhythms 
of nature, 

“Tt depends a lot on your perspective,” said Tip of the 
Mitt Watershed Council’s Wil Cwikiel. “If you run a’ 
marina and have to spend thousands of dollars on dredg- 
ing [due to low water levels] then it’s a very big concern, 
a totally legitimate concern, At the same time, you have 
Great Lakes wetland biologists saying, ‘oh, great, finally 
low water levels, now the shore wetlands can re-veg- 
tate itself and create habitat.” 

Whatever your perspective, however, the fluctuations 
are very real. The most recent data published by the Army 
Corps. of Engineers, which Cwikiel calls the “best 
source” for such information, levels on Lake Michigan, 
and by extension Lake Charlevoix, are “between four 
and five inches higher right now than we were last year 
at this same time.” 

That level ts still, he notes, a full 16 inches lower than 
the long-term average, a trend that has continued for four 
years running. 

In March of 2000, for example, lake levels were 20 
inches below the longterm average; in 2001, levels fell 
three more inches, to 23 inches below “normal.” A rise 
of nine inches in 2002 had things looking up, though by 
2003 another eight inch drop put things closer, once again, 
to that all-time low. 

A rise of four to five inches this year means just one 
thing: that lake levels are an up and down proposition.

and recommendations expected by July. 


Main Street market study underway 


About 25 people were in attendance last 
week as the Boyne City Main Street Pro- 
gram, under the guidance of the Downtown 
Professionals Network, kicked off its 2004 
Boyne City Market Study. 

The question en many minds has been, so 
what makes this market study different than 
any other the city’s already undertaken? 

The answer? Hands-on experience. The 
goal, according to Downtown Professionals 
Network representative Jay Schlinsog, is to 
give the local program a tool te make on- 
going and long-term assessments about the 
progress of both the program and the down- 
“Tes really not about the numbers in 
Schlinsog 
said. “Hs understanding who you are and 
relating that to activities downtown.” The 
market study, he said. is both “a snapshot” 
and “a guide.” that will help the program, to 


town, 


the end. it’s about the peaple.” 


a certain extent, build a case for going for- 
ward with initiatives in downtown revitaliza- 
tion. 

Best of all, the study wil! cost the Boyne 
City Main Street Program nothing but time, 
as the required professional expertise is be- 
ing provided by the Michigan Main Street Pro- 
gram via the Michigan Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation. In June of 2003, Boyne 
City was selected as one of the first four com- 
munities to participate in the fledgling Michi- 
gan Main Street Program. Similar market stud- 
ies are being conducted in Main Street com- 
munities Calumet and Marshall. 


The study will be conducted tn a series of 


phases, beginning earlier this year with project 
organization and framework, and continuing 
currently with preliminary data collection and 
trade area definition. Preliminary findings and 
primary research will be followed by a draft 


report, and, by July. a final report and ree- 


ommendations. 


The study itself, Schlinsog emphasizes, 
will be tailored to the Boyne City commu- 
nity using information collected through pre- 
liminary data-gathering. including some 
questionnaires and worksheets completed by 
groups of participants at last week's meet- 
Ing, covering everything from characteristics 
of the community to specific business ideas

Hugh McDiarmid, a Free Press staff writer and re- 
cent inductee into the Michigan Journalism Hall of 
Fame, gave us our first introduction to a major concern 
about the potential effects of discharging sewer waste- 
water Into the Boyne River. He wrote an article in Feb- 
ruary of 2002 that told of a growing concern among 
scientists about prescription drugs that are passing 
through human bodies into sewer wastewater. The drugs 
are not monitored by wastewater plants nor are they 
removed, They pass directly through the facilities into, 
in our case, the Boyne River. 

He states in the article, “Up to 90 percent of ingested 
drugs are excreted from the body in a still potent form.” 
He then tells of a sobering incident. 

“When Erin Martin’s stepmother died from cancer 
in late 2000, she was appalled at what happened to the 
leftover chemotherapy drugs. A hospice worker inven- 
toried about a dozen bottles of drugs, then poured them 
down the drain. “ [ was flabbergasted,”’said Martin, 3], 
of Ann Arbor. The hospice worker said, “They just go 
right into the sewers,” and I said, “But the sewers go 
into the river and the river is our drinking water,” and 
she told me that’s what they tell her to do. I mean, these 
were powerful medicines.” . 

There are about 95 chemicals that have various de- 
grading effects on the environment and potential de- 
grading effects on humans, for that matter, that are cur- 
rently being studied by the United States Geological 
Survey. Of these, the family of chemicals that have been 
identified with the most well documented laboratory 
studies, that have significant negative affects on the en- 
vironment are the synthetic estrogens. 

Dr. Jobling of Brunel University has pointed out that, 
“There is a danger to the sustainability of the fish popu-

lation.” Her studies indicate that an active ingredient 
in the oral contraceptive pill is passing through human 
excretion, through wastewater treatment plants into the 
rivers of England. The synthetic estrogen from the pills 
is actually “feminizing” the male fish. The male fish 
were found to have eggs in their testes and/or female 
reproductive ducts. About one tenth of the fish were 
sterile and another quarter had damaged sperm. She 
states that,’"The drug can feminize male fish at levels 
as low as one part per billion.” 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer Reporter wrote in a 
June, 2003 article that, “A common ingredient in oral 
contraceptives can drastically reduce the fertility of 
male Rainbow Trout.” In an experiment, male trout 
were exposed to a synthetic estrogen for just two 
months. When they were compared to maie trout that 
were kept in clean water, it was found that they were 
only half as fertile. 

We know that the drugs that we all use are very im- 
portant and we do not expect that any of the drugs wil! 
be removed from the market. It would seem reason- 
able that the Boyne City Commissioners would not 
choose to send this soup of chemicals down nearly two 
miles of the Boyne River to be ingested by the spawn- 
ing salmon, steelhead and brown trout. It would also 
seem reasonable that the commissioners would not 


_ want to increase exposure t6 the many users of the river, 


especially the unsuspecting tourist that will not know, 
and probably won't be told, of the extra ingredients 
contained in the river water. 

No matter what anyone tells you, don’t drink the wa- 
ter!

Article on the Boyne Theater

I read with interest your article [by local historian Bob 
Morgridge] on the Boyne Theater. 

It was my grandfather Hylon J. Heaton Sr. who pur- 
chased the Bellamy Theater and changed its name to the 
Boyne Theater, At the same time, he also purchased the 
Princess Theater which was located at the site of Lena’s 
Restaurant today. He closed the Princess Theater and thus 
removed his only competition. 

As he purchased this theater in the time of the silent 
movies, the date is lost with time, he had a pump organ 
which my father, now 91 and still residing in Boyne City, 
used to play for the movies. He tells that often someone 
had to wake .him as with the lights out and the movie 


‘playing he would fall asleep at his job and the organ mu- 


sic would begin to “drag.” 
It is of interest that during the depression an entire fam- 
ily could attend the movies for a quarter and popcorn 


was sold for one cent a bag. Albert Worthing, who lived 


with my grandfather from the time he was a teenager, 


_ always ran the projector and selected the movies to be

shown. He would never allow a “sinful” movie in his 
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day. He was never an owner of the theater while 
Granddad was living but was co-owner with Boyd Heaton 
when Granddad (known by many as “Hylie” ) passed 
away. 

As a teenager I worked at the theater as well. I would 
take tickets and put up the marquee. 

Your senior readers will remember when an outbreak 
of ringworm struck the Boyne City area. The children 
affected had their heads shaved and wore silk stockings 
covering their heads. During that time we had to put 
disposable paper protectors on the head rest of each of 
the movie chairs and change them after each show. 

_ My cousin Mike and J would peddle the movie hand 
bills around the area including Boyne Falis. We drove 
Grandpa’s old Ford truck to do this job. Mike was of the 
opinion that as he paid for the gas it would be cheaper to 
get the truck up to its maximum speed or until “the fend- 
ers were rattling” and then turn off the vehicle and let it 
coast to a stop. 

That stretch between Boyne City and Boyne Falls was 
fun to ride. 

Guess there were no officers of the law in those days.

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DownTown 
Property owners 
are driving 
force behind 
design projects

Plans for the restoration of three downtown storefronts 
have been unveiled. 

John Dziurman, an award winning architect and expert 
in the preservation of historic buildings, presented his 
proposals recently to a packed City Hall Auditorium. All 
three projects are on Water Street: The Water Street Atrium 
at 109, Bali Living Imports at 119, and the Odd Fellows 
Hall at 214. Before he put pencil to paper, Mr. Dziurman 
researched each of the buildings thoroughly, identified 
the architectural period and style each represented and 
the original use ofeach. _ 

This study enabled him to dissect the changes made 
over the years and to suggest how best to return each to 
its original appearance. 

At the time these buildings were built, a typical store- 
front had distinct characteristics. At street level, the en- 
trance was recessed with a low wall or bulkhead below 
the display windows and transom windows above. The 


- middle level, where apartments or offices would be, had 


tall, narrow windows of the same size, evenly spaced. 
Atop the front of the structure was a decorative cornice 
of brick or other masonry, or perhaps wood painted a con- 
trasting color. 

Next time you are downtown, stand back and look at . 
one of these structures. You will see that each third of the 
facade tells its function, the function of the cornice being 
purely decorative. They tell of the orderliness and practi- 
cality of the Victorian Period along with its flair for the 
dramatic. 

So, has urban renewal come to Boyne City? No. Are 
we going to turn our town into a theme park so the tour- 
ists can pretend the automobile hasn’t arrived yet? De- 
cidedly no. Well surely this is a form of government boon- 
doggle to help owners fix upon their commercial proper- 
ties? Wrong again. The seed money for the architectural 
consultation came from the State - remember, Boyne City 
is one of only four ee cities to be awarded this 
help. 

From this point forward, it is up to us. 

Each owner has already agreed to follow through on 
the architect's suggestions, though the extent is up to them. 
With the help of Main Street, the owners will identify 
and employ financial incentives: which encourage resto- 
ration over neglect or demolition. But it ts the owners 
who will bear the cost. These buildings will continue to 
house modern businesses and will demonstrate that busi- 
ness can thrive in an attractive and historically correct 
setting. 

The hope is that these first three projects will set the 
tone for others to follow. Our fine old buildings will, one 
by one, begin to take on the glow and charm they had 
when they were new. And speak to us quietly of those 
times; of the promise of the new 20th century, of the stark 
and desperate years of the ‘30s, of the brave and resolute 
‘40s. 

This is the aim of the Main Street Program. It is an 
ongoing commitment which perpetuates itself year after 
year with new people, new ideas, and new projects. For 
now, during a springtime stroll downtown, stop at the three 
businesses and offer your thanks and encouragement to 
the proprietors.

Getting the facts about 
non-motorized trails in. 
Charlevoix County 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Ata recent Charlevoix County Board of 
Commissioners meeting, several commis- 
sioners raised the question of whether more 
trails are needed in Charlevoix County, spe- 


cifically the proposed Boyne City to 


Charlevoix Trail. Reasons for their concern 
included building trails while roads were 
in bad condition, maintenance costs of 
trails and negative feedback from constitu- 
ents about the nearly $3 million spent on 
the new trail (a portion of the Little 
Traverse Wheelway) in Charlevoix County. 

As an officer of the Top of Michigan 
Trails Council and co-chair of the Boyne 
City to Charlevoix Trail Committee (cur- 
rently pursuing grants for the engineering 
of the proposed trail), I feel that certain 
items need to be clarified with the public. 

First, funds for trail development and 
construction come from a different source 
than funds for road construction. By law, 
federal and state funds earmarked for trails 
cannot be used for roads. For example, the 
Federal Transportation Enhancement Act 
(TEA-21) funds are designated ae’ 
for trails, street scapes, etc. 

If the money available each year is not 
spent in this area, these funds will be spent 
elsewhere in the state. 

It is not possible to swap trail money (to 
be used locally for trails) with road money 
(to be used elsewhere in the state), as sug- 
gested by one of the commissioners dur- 
ing the meeting. 

Second, maintenance of the new trail 
(portion of the Little Traverse Wheelway) 
in the county has been performed by vol- 
unteer labor, primarily a County employee 
(on personal time) and me. The cost to the 
County has been limited to purchasing new 
screws to replace those that sheared off on 
the boardwalk in 2002 and 2003, and a few 
_ pieces of lumber to repair damage from

Third, Charlevoix County received a 
linear park (portion of the Little Traverse 
Wheelway) valued at almost $3 million 
from the state at no cost to the County and 
its taxpayers -- it was funded with the 
TEA-21 grants mentioned earlier. Usage 


_ of this trail by locals and visitors has been 


tremendous, 

The Top of Michigan Trails Council, an 
all-volunteer organization founded in 
1995, advocates and facilitates the devel- 
opment of safe, year-round trails in the 
eight northern counties of Michigan’s 
Lower Peninsula. It has been active in 
fundraising and working with state and 
local agencies to develop the above men- 
tioned trails in the County. 

The Charlevoix County Recreation 
Plan, first adopted in 1984, calls for trails 
from Boyne City to Charlevoix, Boyne 
City to East Jordan, Boyne City to Boyne 
Falls and East Jordan to Charlevoix in 
addition to the recently completed (2002) 
Charlevoix County segment of the Little 
Traverse Wheelway. 

The Top of Michigan Trails Council 
uses the plan as a guide of where to ex- 
pend energies in the County.

Cwikiel said. “What they've 
found is that lake levels 
have fluctuated in that time 
by pretty large amounts.”
